Longmire, M t. Rainier N ational 
Park.— Each national park is an in­ 
dividual identity which makes it at­ 
tractive in itself and uncomparable 
with others. 
M r. Rainier N ational 
Park centers about a huge extinct 
volcano that rises almost directly 
from a low tableland, causing the 
m ountain to loom up in all its im­ 
mensity w ithout being obscured by 
other high mountains. It is the third 
highest peak in the United States, 
being topped only a few feet by Mt. 
W hitney and M t. Elbert. 
However, 
its isolation causes it to appear to be 
the largest. 


From the upper section of the 
mountain, twenty-eight glaciers 
radiate, the greatest aggregation 
of glaciers in the United States. 
The glaciers, together with the 
great bulk of the single m oun­ 
tain, from the unique attraction 
of this interesting national park. 
If one fails to visit the glaciers, 
he misses the main curiosity, for 
the living streams of ice possess 
individuality when the physical 
characteristics are observed and 
when one realizes that the ice 
is flowing. Seems impossible that 
ice can flow but the fact re­ 
I 
mains and during this 
move­ 
ment, immense U-shaped chan­ 
nels are scoured from the rocky 
mountainsides and innumerable 
tons of rock are transported to 
lower levels. 
T he glaciers are 
literally rating away the moiui- 
tain. 


O ne o f these glaciers moves for­ 
ward at an average rate of about six 
inches per day b u t at the end of 
twelve m onths has retreated about 
seventy 
feet 
up 
the 
mountain. 
Sounds rather queer but the explana­ 
tion is quite simple; the six inches 
is the rate of flow per day but the 
meltagc is greater, thus 
bringing 
about the yearly loss of about sev­ 
enty feet, which m ight indicate that 
the average tem perature has been 
increasing. 
T his loss by melting is 
true of ail the glaciers in the world. 
Glacial ages have come and gone; 
just now we are in between w ith in­ 
d ic a tio n s of increasing w arm th and 
a g en eral decrease in ice bodies. 


A few days ago several of us 
climbed high up on the m oun­ 
tain slope in search of wolves 
that had been reported in a cer­ 
tain locality. 
W e followed the 
Van Trum p Park trail to 
the 
shelter cabin, then followed a 
ridge, walking on rock or solid 
snow to a point of observation. 
W olves will pick up the scent 
of a human trai| and follow it. 
W e expected them to do this 
and catch up w ith us. A fter we 
had 
hiked 
across 
the 
area 
where the wolves were supposed 
to be a heavy fog suddenly set­ 
tled on the mountainside and we 
were forced to descend. 
H ow ­ 
ever, we did see one 
coyote, 
which was rather a 
let-down 
w'het) looking for wolves. 


M ountain sheep inhabit sections 
o f 
the 
mountainslopes 
and 
the 
■wolves follow them , 
pulling 
one 
down. 
W e saw seven sheep, three 
o f them kids. 
T hey stay in a more 
o r less limited area and at certain 
times of the day are comparatively 
easy to locate. 


T he lower section of M t. 
Rainier N ational Park is located 
in the Canadian life zone, which 
is similar in climate to that of 
Canada; next above the C ana­ 
dian zone is the Hudsonian life 
zone, which is similar in climate 
to that of the H udson Bay area; 
above the Hudsonian is the A rc­ 
tic life zone w ith a climate to 
that similar to that of the A rc­ 
tic regions. T his allows one to 
see fauna and flora of the colder 
regions without traveling far to 
the north. In several hours one 
can, as far as living things are 
concerned, take a journey of a 
thousand miles or more, by 
merely climbing the mountain 
slope. 


Indian H enry’s H unting G round 
is a park-likc area that received its 
name from an Indian chief called 
“'Indian H enry." In the summer time 
he and his followers moved to that 
locality to hunt and spend the sum ­ 
mer. 
It is a beautiful section of the 
park and well w orth the all-day hike 
to visit it.

T h ere 
are o th er (and m o re expensive) steam ­ 
e rs th a t 1 can tak e, but I d o n 't w ish to.

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ANOTHER GHOST TOWN 


Tijuana, Baja California, along w ith the fash­ 
ionable sporting place, Agua Caliente, may soon 
be classed with the ghost tow ns. President 
C ardenas ruled gambling out for 
both 
places. 
There is weeping and gnashing of teeth below' the 
border today. 
At Agua Caliente the presidential 
edict threw 1,400 people out of work. With their 
dependents the total num ber affected by the order 
will reach 4,000. 
Since it was chiefly American money 
th at 
m aintained these gam bling places it is rath er dif­ 
ficult to understand the motive 
of 
President 
C ardinas’ action. Put it down as a m atter of prin­ 
ciple, since it is a well known fact th at the Presi­ 
dent of Mexico is opposed to gambling. 
Along the line of closure the Colton Courier 
says: 
“Agua Caliente, the great gam ing center be­ 
low the California border lias been closed by Baron 
Long as a result of the anti-gam bling edict 
of 
President C ardenas, and it is going to be more 
than interesting to w atch the results. 
“In his crusade against gambling, the .Mexican 
President has closed m any other sim ilar resorts 
but there was some doubt concerning the future 
of the Agua Caliente rendezvous w here the lights 
were just a little brighter, the attractions a little 
gayer, and the gam bling stakes a little higher than 
at any other resort. 
“W hether the President is doing this from 
his ow'ii scruples of right and wrong, or w hether 
he believed th a t too much money was coming back 
into the United S tates as a result of Baron Long’s 
business acum en, and will 
reopen 
the closed 
places after a time, rem ains to be seen, but re­ 
gardless of the motive back of the action, he has 
certainly reduced the form er city of lights 
and 
milling throngs to a ghost town. 
“Millions of Am ericans have visited the resort 
and millions in losses have been left in the gam b­ 
ling devices and at the race track, and if Cardenas 
has taken this step against gam bling because he 
believes it to be right, and is willing to sacrifice 
all of the business which will be lost through the 
closing of the city, then lie m ost certainly is to be 
commended for sticking to his principles. 
. “But, if his action is only a ruse to change the 
ownership of the gambling establishm ents so that 
the earnings may be corraled by M exicans, then 
the apparent righteousness of the m an, is lost. 
Time will disclose the real purpose back of the 
m ovem ent which has occasioned an upheaval in 
racing and gam ing circles.”

The recent proposals to create new and more 
stringent federal taxes, based on the demagogic 
dem and of “share-the-w ealth,” have m et with vir­ 
tually unanim ous denunciation from new spapers, 
from industrial leaders, and from the best eco­ 
nomic com m entators. 
As m any unbiased experts have pointed out, 
“share-the-w ealth” would really “destroy-the- 
w ealth.” It is all very well to talk about soakiug 
the rich, and about breaking up accum ulated cap­ 
ital, but when you do th at you break up industry, 
you destroy jobs, you artificially dry up the springs 
of productive enterprise, you stop progress—and 
in the long run, the person who gets soaked hard­ 
est is the man looking for a job. 
These 
new 
proposals are 
not 
prim arily 
destined to raise revenue—drastic and confisca­ 
tory as they are, they would produce but a m inute 
fraction of the money th at is being spent today 
for federal activities. 
The rich are too few' and 
far between, and the great estates that would be 
taxes alm ost into non-existence are ra re r yet. The 
proposals come under the head of “reform ”—and 
they are put forw ard at a time when other un­ 
precedented “reform s” are the greatest obstacles 
in the way of recovery. We need to stim ulate cap­ 
ital, not to frighten i t ; we need to give the investor 
the confidence th a t will m ake him put. his money 
to w'ork, not m ake him give up in despair because 
of policies that would destroy the accum ulations 
and labors of generations. 
Fair, equitable and reasonable taxation is es­ 
sential to economic and social stability; inequit­ 
able, unfair and confiscatory taxation can create 
only havoc—a t the expense of every w'orker, ev­ 
ery hom e-ow ner, every citizen. — Pacific Coast 
M anufacturer.

C., Aug. I.—W ho re­ 
members the spring of 1933, « hen in-

was 
common 
parlor 
talk? 
Newspaper readers m ay rem em ber a 
syndicated series of articles 
which 
familiarized them with iaflation, the 
last article of which gave this conclu­ 
sion: 
T hat inflation, was inevitable, 
the only question was just 
how 
it 
would bo brought into effect. 


This bugaboo of 
"sound 
m oney” 
llnancters produced new scare heads 
on the new spapers of the country last 
week when Senator Borah announced 
an organized move for the two big in­ 
flationary m easures before congress, 
namely the Frazler-Lem kc hilt, which 
would create three billion dollars In 
aot.es to refinance farm 
m ortgages, 
and th e Patm uu bonus 
bill, 
which 
would create tw o billion six hundred 
million dollars in new money. 


W hile the adm inistration 
may 
be 
able, in view of the extrem e impa­ 
tience of m em bers of congress to cry 
quit and leave W ashington, to fore­ 
stall this inflationary move 
at 
this 
time it is well for the people of this 
country to ponder this issue. 


Congress has been inflationary the 
past few years. 
It was only by a few 
votes in the senate that the I’atm aa 
hill was prevented from being passed 
over the P resident's veto. 
And the 
adm inistration has been having a hec­ 
tic time getting members of the house 
to lake their nam es off the petition 


011 the Speaker's desk to bring 
the 
Frazier-I>emke 1)111 up for a vote. W ere 
this bill brought up in either house 
it would likew ise pass. 
As this is w ritten the petition 
is 
within eight nam es of the required 
218 in the house, and Congressm an 
Lemke says th a t with those who have 
been persuaded to take their nam es 
off by party whips, the num ber would 
be 221. 
It is not unreasonable then to ex­ 
pect tiiat th e inflationary sentim ent 
will grow rath er than dim inish in the 
future. 
Well, w hat is inflation? That 
is a hard question. 
Senator McAdoo, 
former Secretary of the T reasury un­ 
der W ilson, who starlled 
the 
hard 
money people by voting for tie- bonus, 
recalled a t the tim e an interesting in­ 
cident. 
W hile Secretary of the T reas­ 
ury a m easure came up whicli bank­ 
ers vehem ently protested as inflation­ 
ary. 
Senator McAdoo told them 
to 
each go his separate way anti in due 
time come back with the delinition of 
what is inflation. 
None of them re­ 
turned. 
Economist John T. 
Flynn, 
wlto deplores inflation and who adm its 
there are many kinds of inflation, such 
as credit, gold, currency or commodity 
iutlation, gives it this general defini­ 
tion: 
\Vhen we are creating 
more 
money income th an that which is pro­ 
duced in the process of m aking goods 
and services, we have inflation. 
He 
then gently show s us how the bank­ 
ers have given us just such expansion 
and m ade us think it was quite all 
right. A man borrow s a few thousand 
dollars from a bank. 
Instead of giv­ 
ing him the money the hank places 
this to his deposit. The bank has thus 
increased the nation's credit money 
by that amount. 
The horrible exam ­ 
ple is the total of iifly-tive billion dol­ 
lars in bank deposits on the books in 
1929 when th ere wrere only four bil­ 
lion nine hundred million dollars in 
real currency. 
T his pyramiding. 
Mr 
Flynn says, was what we called pros­ 
perity. 
ft was really income inflation, 
and when the crash catne it all in­ 
evitably disappeared into thin air. 
Some inflationists contend th at the 
sound money school wishes to deal 
only in credit o r synthetic m oney of 


the bank check variety, and Is un­ 
alterably opposed to any money. 
To 
illustrate this contention they recall 
that financial circles seriously 
con­ 
sidered demonetizing gold at th e time 
when the Klondyke gold rush was at 
Its height, and great discoveries were 
also being made in South Africa, fear­ 
ing "it would become too plentiful and 
too cheap, and God save us from cheap 
money, even gold.” 
Some inflationists are sim ply 
for 
more money. Others contend for gov­ 
ernm ent ow nership of 
the 
banking 
system, whereby credit can be con­ 
trolled. Iiut the strong move has been 
simply for the issuance of new cur­ 
rency. To date the President has suc­ 
cessfully opposed outright 
Inflation. 
There w ere those who commended him 
on his recent tax 
m essage 
chiefly 
from the angle of seeking to avoid cur­ 
rency or credit inflation as the danger­ 
ous alternative for taking cure of the 
huge governm ental expenditures 
at­ 
tendant to the. recovery and relief pro­ 
gram. 
And we have hut three paths from 
which to choose: 
Continuing to bor­ 
row, resorting to taxation, or outright 
Inflation of the currency. 
The Inade­ 
quate thing about the President's tax 
policy is th at w hatever congress ap­ 
proves in the way of additional levies, 
they will not begin to m ake up the 
differences between the total amount 
raised and current 
federal 
expendi­ 
tures. 
Borrowing has almost reached 
the tolerable limit. 
To what extent then will inflation 
he used? 
Only the developm ents in 
the next several m onths can answer 
that, but a well based prediction made 
by Flynn is worth studying. 
He pre­ 
dicts the adm inistration will try to 
prevents 
"printing 
press 
money" 
through th e Federal Reserve System. 
Under th e pending bill to increase 
federal control over the hanking sys­ 
tem the adm inistration will have the 
power to effect a m onetary policy. 
From there the T reasury cun issue 
bonds bearing little or no Interest, sell 
them to the Federal Reserve System, 
which can pay for them with reserve 
currency under existing law to the 
lim it of m aintaining a 10 percent gold 
base for such currency. 
Right now 
the reserve banks could issue 
eight 
billion dollars In such currency. 
Thus the governm ent could and may 
extend (lie currency without seeming 
to do so.

The 
greatest changes since July 2 were a 
drop of 13.6 percent in the price of 
onions and an increase of 5.1 percent 
for pork chops.

As part of th eir program to educate 
■CCC men in com bating forest tires in 
th e m ountains, m em bers of th e For­ 
est Service se t up an em ergency lire 
cam p at the V ista Grande Civilian 
C onservation Corps cam p located be­ 
tw een Banning and Idyllwild T hurs­ 
day and devoted the day to drilling 
enroliees in th e most effective way to 
tight lire. 
As Camp V ista G rande Is located in 
jt dangerous fire area it is highly im­ 
portant th at its m em bers should be 
-well versed in the art of tire fighting. 
A week seldom goes by that enroliees 
from this cam p are not called on to 
extinguish som e lire which has been 
sta rte d by lightning, careless tourists, 
o r som e other cause. 
In answ ering 
such calls m em bers of C.C.C. many 
tim es over repay their expense to the 
government by saving valuable w ater­ 
shed which would cause floods in the 
valleys below if they weren’t th ere to 
retard the flow of w ater as it rushes 
down the m ountain; 
w ater 
which 
could otherw ise be profitably used for 
irrigation purposes during th e 
dry 
sum m er months. 
T he fire cam p setup which w as used 
a t Cam p V ista G rande Thursday was 
one which is employed by the Forest 
S ervice at all m ajor fires which re­ 
quire several days or longer to put 
out. 
The em ergency lay-out consists 
of a roped-in a rea enclosing a kitchen, 
supply room, a tool room, a desk for 
field tim ekeeper who takes care of 
cam p records, and a communication 
chief who handles telephone messages. 
Due to necessity the kitchen must 
he lim ited in its equipment. Cooking 
is done over a field range by 
two 
cooks who accom pany the fire erew. 
The cooks are trained to work under 
adverse conditions as quite often wa­ 
te r for cooking and other dom estic 
uses must be hauled from a distant 
spring. Their work is all done out in 
th e open which often com plicates mat­ 
ters tf had w eather should set in. 
At 
xneal tim es the men file by the serv­ 
ing tables cafeteria style with their 
plates which are tilled by the cooks. 
A handy rock o r log is most often 
employed as a dining table by the 
hungry fire fighters. 
Each man wash­ 
es his own eating utensils when he is 
through and places them in a large 
receptacle w here they are rew ashed 
by cam p K. P .'s and made ready for 
the next meal. 
A good exam ple of a fire line meal 
was prepared a t the V ista Grande fire 
camp Thursday morning and served at 
noon to the men. The m eal which con­ 
sisted of weiners, sauerkraut, 
green 
beans, boiled potatoes, cucumber and 
tom ato salad, lemonade, bread 
and 
butter, was served steaming hot from 
off th e field range to the men as they 
filed by. 
The m en were shown how to check 
tools out before they went to a fire 
line; each man filing by the tool tend­ 
e r who hands him a 
brush 
hook, 
shovel, axe or other tire tool. 
From 
¿there the euroliee passes by the tim e 
keeper who charges the man 
with 
w hatever tool he has and records the 
tim e th a t he departed for the fire line 
so th a t an accurate check can be kept 
on the amount of tim e 
each 
man 
spent on the fire and th e total num­ 
ber of man hours required to extin­ 
guish the fire. 
T he sam e procedure 
Is repeuted when the fighters return 
to camp, each m an checking in his 
tools and the tim e th at he returned 
from the fire line. 
1111011 the men 
have all checked in, the tim ekeeper 
may go over his records and see that 
no one has been left on tlve fire line 
o r has become lost. 
If a fire continues for several days, 
■extra clothing will be brought into the 
front line camp for distribution as it 
Is needed. Shoes, socks, jum pers and 
pants a re articles which receive the 
hardest wear on a fire line and must 
be replaced w hen damaged if the men 
are to be kept on duty a t their m ax­ 
im um efficiency. 
A trained first aid man is another 
necessity on a tire line as there is 
constant danger of injury from flying 
sparks, smoke and other obstacles en­ 
countered at a fire. 
A first Hid man 
carries a kit filled with bandages and 
m edical supplies which have 
been 
compiled for fire line use. 
A doctor 
is available at the fire cam p is needed. 
After A ssistant Supervisor 
Jones 
h ad explained all the phases of a fire 
cam p set-up, he se n t the \ ista Grande 
enrólleos out on Im aginary fire calls 
to r practical dem onstratiou In 
com­ 
bating fires. At th e first call the reg­ 
u la r fire suppression crew was sent 
c u t. T he forem an after reaching the 
supposed fire sendB word bafik 
to 
cam p as to conditions and if needed, 
m ore m en are sen t out immediately. 
T rained Forest Service men who have 
gained th eir experience from fighting

Recently these experts reported on 
studies on anticipated settlem ent of 
the e arth ’s cru st in the vicinity of 
the dam due to added weight of the 
w ater in the reservoir. 


Now they are engaged with Investi­ 
gations on probable elastic spread of 
canyon walls due to pressure of the 
g reat depth of w ater in the reservoir. 
T hat sidewalls do tend to spread 
and so might produce a crack lu the 
canyon bottom will be 
appreciated, 
governm ent engineers say, by anybody 
who has tried to keep an old flume 
from breaking by yoking th e 
side 
posts together w ith baling wire. 
According to engineers, the Recla­ 
m ation E ra reports, the total spread 
of canyon walls a t the base of Boulder 
dam will be of th e order of one-fourth 
inch. 
But ttiis spreading will neither 
cause a crack under the 
dam 
nor 
create tension in the rock of the can­ 
yon floor, engineers 
say, 
because 
weight of m aterial above 
produces 
horizontal 
com pressive 
forces, 
the 
g reater the deeper the point consider­ 
ed. 
Application of w ater load to the 
canyon walls would only serve 
to 
som ew hat relieve the com pression in 
the rock, they declare. 
A sm all drainage tunnel driven be­ 
low the toe of th e dam enabled en­ 
gineers to m easure stresses of rock in 
the canyon bottom. Compressive stress 
of 110 to 140 tons per square foot was 
found there.

T his act. introduced in the legisla­ 
ture by Senator Andrew Pierovich of 
Am ador county, an d known as S.B. 
529, provides that w ithin BO days after 
location eaclt corner and the center 
of each end line shall be m arked by a 
post not less than four inches 
in 
diam eter or a stone monument not 
less than 18 Inches high.

days a shaft 10 feet deep m ust be 
sunk or an adit o r open cut m ade ex­ 
posing the deposit 10 feet below the 
surface.

The new highway kuown as the In­ 
dio Cutoff road in Riverside county j 
was opened to public 
traffic 
last 
month. 


This cutoff will be used by trtluH 
continental and in terstate travc' be­ 
tw een the Colorado river near Blythe 
and Indio where it connects with II £ 
Highway No. 99. leading thence on n 
the 1-os Angeles area. 


The tourists who use the highway 
ana the local residen*» will welcome 
the completion of the new 
.ec.tlon. 
T he old route through Box Canyon, on 
which it was necessary to travel prior 
to the completion of the new highway, 
traverses a country much eroded by 
the action of cloudbursts and wind­ 
storm s, and while tb" road th ro u ih 
Box Canyon has been improved by oil­ 
ing of the surface, It is still subject 
to cloudburst action and 
extremely 
hazardous during the season of the 
year in which these storm s occur. 


The new road is 24.3 
miles 
in 
length and represents a saving of nine 
miles in travel over the old route. 
T here are Is curves in the now rout­ 
ing with a minimum radius of 1600 
feet. In elevation the road rises fron.

AOUEDCUT PROGRESS II 
FROM THE COLORADO 
RIVER METROPOLIS 


Construction work on the Colorado 
River aqueduct, now under way along 
a 300-mile front, is scheduled soon to 
come right into the city limits of lavs 
Angeles and several other communi­ 
ties of the M etropolitan W ater district, 
it was revealed in a W ater district 
report of new construction work con­ 
tem plated. 


This work will cover three and one- 
third additional m iles of aqueduct tun 
nel, for which bids have been 
re­ 
ceived. The apparent low bids for the 
work, totaling $1,118,104, were opened 
last week at Los A ngeles headquar­ 
ters of the M etropolitan W ater dis­ 
trict. 


The three new tunnels cove/-d in 
the bidding will tiring the tota.1 aque­ 
duct tunnel mileage up to approxi­ 
mately 105 miles, the largest quantity 
of such construction ever to he car­ 
ried forw ard on one project in the his­ 
tory of engineering. 
The three bores 
are the Monrovia tunnel No. I Slid 
the San Rafael tunnels No.. 1 and No. 
2 of the aqueduct distribution system. 


E ngineers lu the office of General 
M anager F. K. W eym outh of the dis­ 
trict pointed out that bidding figures 
released are unofficial, and must be 
analyzed before the low bid for the 
work is determ ined definitely. 
The 
contracting firm subm itting the ap­ 
parent low bid was m ade up of L. E. 
Dixon. Bent B rothers, Inc., and John­ 
son, Inc. 


This organization, it is pointed out. 
is now engaged on driving the Pasa­ 
dena tunnel of the distribution sys­ 
tem. 
The Dixdn-Bent portion of the 
group recently com pleted excavation 
of a section of the W est Eagle Moun­ 
tain tunnel on the m ain aqueduct. 


All of th e three new tunnels will 
have a finished diam eter of ten feet. 
Monrovia No. I will be 8,096 feet In 
length. 
San Rafael No. 1 will be 4,077 
feet long and No. 2 will be 5.661 feet. 
M onrovia No. f will lie in the foot­ 
hill revion east of Pnsndena.

"The next m ost widely distributed 
rocks a re the older Paleozoic meta- 
m orphlc rocks consisting largely 
of 
m ica schist, and gneisses with quartx- 
ite and crystalline lim estone in less 
conspicuous masses. These rocks vary 
from so ft to medium hard and are nor­ 
m ally closely fractured. 
A large per­ 
centage of the m etam orphic rocks en­ 
countered required support and m ost 
of the "heavy ground" developed oc­ 
curred a t these sections. 
In th e W hipple m ountain range ap­ 
proxim ately two m iles of tunnel were 
driven through well consolidated T er­ 
tiary sedim ents. T hese sedim ents con­ 
sist of medium hard red-brown sand­ 
stones, conglom erates and breccias. In 
general, these sedim ents broke well 
and required support in very few in­ 
stances. 
The W hitew ater tunnels, ag­ 
gregating a total length of 10,232 feet, 
were driven entirely through partially 
consolidated Q uarternary gravels. Sim ­ 
ilar m aterial was encountered In ex­ 
cavating the Berdoo tunnel through an 
I ancient stream channel 800 
feet 
In 
width. 
Although th is m aterial 
re­ 
quired support throughout, it is co­ 
herent enough to perm it excavation 
without breast-hoards or spiling. 


Well compacted alluvium consisting 
largely of sand and sandy clay, was 
encountered In 3000 feet of the Iron 
M ountain tunnel, and In 1200 feet of 
the V alverde tunnel. 
ThlB m aterial 
required support throughout and oc-j 
casional breastboarding. . . . 


Although the full-face method has 
been generally adopted, it does not fol­ 
low th at there is uniform ity In 
the 
drilling and blasting procedure. Rock 
form ations control the depth of drill 
holes to a great degree, and each su ­ 
perintendent has his own ideas as to 
best arrangem ent of the holes in the 
blasting round. The average consum p­ 
tion of powder on th e Coachella force 
account work has been 2.4 lbs. p er cu. 
yd. excavated. A low-freezing special 
gelatin dynamite is generally em ploy­ 
ed, 40 percent strength being used 
in the cu t holes and 25 percent in the 
others. 
In some, instances, 60 percent 
powder is used in the cut holos. 
In 
the softer formations, the back boles 
are som etim es drilled but not loaded, 
and It th e round does not break to 
the holes, they are loaded and fired 
later. T he Coachella tunnels m ay be 
cited as typical of over-break condi­ 
tions which qveraged 1.1 percent be­ 
yond the pay line 
in unsupported 


The plant units which have been 
outstanding in assisting progress may 
be briefly m entioned, as follows: (1) 
Efficient d rill carriages facilitating 
full-face driving m ethods; (2) Im prov­ 
ed m ucking equipm ent used in 
con­ 
junction with large capacity cars and 
tim e saving sw itching devices, and (3) 
The use of autom atic and pneum atic j 
types of drills with 30" carriages. 
Over the entire nqueduct an average 
advance of 6.0 feet per shift, or 18 
feet per day, has been made a t 67 
headings. 
An average shift advance 
of 6,9 feet h as been made in dry tun­ 
nels and 3.1 feet in w et tunnels.

F ort Yuma reservation Indians. In­ 
dignant at announcem ent th a t head­ 
quarters for their tribe will be moved 
to Parker, Arizona, at a m eeting S at­ 
urday voted a strongly worded protest 
against the transfer. 


Superintendent G insler of the Colo­ 
rado river and Yuma reservations has 
announced th e im pending transfer. 
Yuma reservation Indians object be­ 
cause they say they are C alifornians 
and they do not w ant to see th eir a f­ 
fairs adm inistered from an 
Arizona 
office, with expenditures directed from 
Arizona territory. 
If any change of headquarters 
Is 
to be made, they p refer affiliation with 
som e other C alifornia tribe, th ey de­ 
clare, since they have nothing in com­ 
mon with th e M ohave and o th er Ari­ 
zona Indians.
